The Drug Take Back 
Program on October 28 and 
throughout the year was a 
huge success with the agen¬ 
cy collecting 591bs. 13oz. of 
unwanted medications and 
drugs from citizens in Brack¬ 
en County. These are drugs 
that cannot be abused, used 
or sold in Bracken County. 
These drugs were turned over 
to the DEA for destruction on 
October 30, 2017. 

Remember that the drug 
take back program is ongo¬ 
ing at the Sheriff’s Office as 
we have a drug mailbox out¬ 
side of the office that drugs 
can be dropped in any time 
that the court house is open 
for business. Medicines that 
languish in home cabinets 
are highly susceptible to di¬ 
version, misuse, and abuse. 
Rates of prescription drug 
abuse in the U.S. are alarm¬ 
ingly high, as are the number 
of accidental poisonings and 
overdoses due to these drugs. 
Studies show that a majority 
of abused prescription drugs 
are obtained from family and 
friends, including from the 
home medicine cabinet. In 
addition, Americans are now 
advised that their usual meth¬ 
ods for disposing of unused 
medicines—flushing them 
down the toilet or throwing 
them in the trash—^both pose

Buffet on Nov. 23 

Seventeen Kentucky 
State Resort Parks will serve 
the Thanksgiving Day buffet

Kentucky State Parks 
will serve 2,000 pounds of 
turkey, 1,500 pounds of sweet 
potatoes, and 750 pounds of 
country ham. Additionally, 
4,300 pieces of fried chick¬ 
en, 1,300 pounds of roast 
beef, and 12,000 rolls will be 
served along with 600 pies, 
including pecan and pump¬ 
kin.

kets. Roadside Market mem¬ 
bers represent a wide variety 
of agricultural enterprises: 
greenhouse plants, landscape 
nurseries, produce, u-pick/ 
u-cut, organic, grapes/wine, 
Christmas trees, Kentucky 
meats and cheeses, and a va¬ 
riety of agritourism destina¬ 
tions.

Four Important Things Everyone

Lung cancer is the na¬ 
tion’s leading cause of can¬ 
cer deaths, and every year 
3,461 Kentucky residents are 
diagnosed with the disease. 
During Lung Cancer Aware¬ 
ness Month, the American 
Lung Association’s LUNG 
FORCE initiative is high¬ 
lighting the new availability 
of a lifesaving tool - lung 
cancer screening. 

One reason why lung 
cancer is so deadly is because 
by the time you have symp¬ 
toms, it may already have 
spread and become more dif¬ 
ficult to treat. Lung cancer 
screening with a low-dose 
CT scan is a powerful tool to 
diagnose lung cancer in indi¬ 
viduals who are at high risk 
at an early stage, when it is 
much more likely to be cur¬ 
able. An estimated 9 million 
Americans are considered at 
high risk for lung cancer, and 
if only half of those at high 
risk were screened, more 
than 15,000 could be saved. 
Despite this lifesaving op¬ 
portunity, fewer than 5 per¬ 
cent of high-risk Americans 
have been screened for lung 
cancer. 

“The toll lung cancer 
takes on our families, friends 
and neighbors in Kentucky 
and across the nation is truly 
devastating,” said Emily Lee, 
Vice President - Mission 
Services, American Lung 
Association. “With the avail¬ 
ability of lung cancer screen¬ 
ing, we have the opportunity 
to find the disease earlier and 
save lives. However, to make 
this lifesaving opportunity a 
reality, we must do more to 
raise awareness of both lung 
cancer and screening.” 

According to the Ameri¬ 
can Lung Association’s 
LUNG FORCE initiative, 
here are the top four things 
everyone should know about 
lung cancer screening: 


A low-dose CT Scan is 
the only tool that reduces the 
lung cancer mortality rate for 
those at high risk. Low-dose 
CT scan is a special kind of 
X-ray that takes many pic¬ 
tures as you he on a table that 
slides in and out of the ma¬ 
chine. A computer then com¬ 
bines these pictures into a de¬ 
tailed picture of your body. It 
is painless and quick. 

Screening is not rec¬ 
ommended for everyone. 
Screening is recommended 
for those considered at high 
risk for the disease. To learn 
more about your risk, take 
the lung cancer screening el¬ 
igibility quiz at SavedByTh- 
eScan.org and speak to your 
doctor if you think you may 
be at risk. 

Awareness of lung can¬ 
cer screening is critically 
low. Despite the lifesaving 
potential of screening, 84 
percent of those who qualify 
are unfamiliar with the low- 
dose CT scan, according to 
the American Lung Asso¬ 
ciation’s 4th annual Lung 
Health Barometer. To raise 
awareness about lung can¬ 
cer screening, the American 
Lung Association’s LUNG 
FORCE initiative has part¬ 
nered with the Ad Council 
to launch the “Saved By The 
Scan” public awareness cam¬ 
paign - urging everyone to 
learn more about lung cancer 
screening. 

Screening is covered by 
most healthcare plans. Lung 
cancer screening is now cov¬ 
ered by Medicare and most 
healthcare plans for those 
considered at high risk. How¬ 
ever, according to the Lung 
Health Barometer, only 15 
percent of those who qualify 
for screening are aware that 
it is covered by Medicare 
and most healthcare plans at 
no cost.

Championship Meet 

Most runners strive to be 
competing on the last week¬ 
end of the season at the KH¬ 
SAA State Championship 
Meet at the Kentucky Horse 
Park in Lexington. For Au¬ 
gusta this season, all of their 
runners had the opportunity 
to be there this past Satur¬ 
day. 

For the boys’ varsity, it 
was the first known time that 
the team had advanced to the 
state meet after qualifying at

Frankfort: House 
Week in Review 

State Rep. John Sims, Jr. 



Now that the public pen¬ 
sion reform bill has been 
made public, dozens of ques¬ 
tions about the proposal are 
being answered. 

We know that most state 
and other public workers 
hired before 2013 and retirees 
in those systems would still 
get pension benefits based on 
years of service and/or age at 
retirement, while most work¬ 
ers hired in 2014 or later 
would be moved from their 
current hybrid plan—a mix 
of a pension and defined con¬ 
tribution plan—to a defined 
contribution option under 
a newly created “PERS” or 
Public Employees Retire¬ 
ment System. 

We know that police, 
firefighters and others in haz¬ 
ardous duty jobs who are part 
of the public pension systems 
could stay in those systems, 
with those hired in 2014 or 
later given the choice of stay¬ 
ing in their hybrid plan or 
moving to the PERS plan. 

We know that current and 
retired teachers and universi¬ 
ty employees would still get 
their pension benefits based 
on years of service and/or age 
at retirement, with a choice 
of moving to a defined con¬ 
tribution plan. Those who 
are eligible for retirement as 
of July 2018 will be moved 
into a 401(a) defined-con- 
tribution plan or PERS plan 
depending on whether they 
worked in a school system or 
university. New teachers and 
university employees hired 
as of next July will be placed 
in a 401 (a) plan with a choice 
of enrolling in the PERS sys¬ 
tem. Changes would be made 
to the judicial and legislative 
plans, too. 

Questions about costs 
are also being answered. Re¬ 
tiree health costs for most 
state and other public work¬ 
ers hired before 2014 and 
retirees from those systems 
would increase by three per¬ 
cent under the proposal with 
no change in the employee 
pension contribution. State 
and local employees hired as 
of 2014, who would move to 
the new PERS plan, would 
pay a mandatory three per¬ 
cent toward their defined 
contribution plan and four 
percent for retiree health 
care, plus whatever volun¬ 
tary retirement contribution 
they wish to make. Hazard¬ 
ous duty retirees would pay 
no more toward their pension 
but would be required to pay 
the additional three percent 
(for a total of four percent) 
for retiree health care. 

Teachers, university em¬ 
ployees and other members 
of the Teachers’ Retirement 
System would see cost in¬ 
creases, too. Current and re¬ 
tired members of the system 
would pay an additional three 
percent for retiree health care, 
just like members of the other 
state retirement plans. School 


teachers and other non-uni¬ 
versity employees who ex¬ 
ceed the maximum allowed 
contributions to their pension 
system as of next July would 
be moved to a 401(a) defined 
contribution plan and pay 
into that account. University 
employees who exceed the 
allowed threshold would join 
the PERS system by making 
a three percent mandatory 
contribution and a four per¬ 
cent contribution to the re¬ 
tiree health plan. 

I know that many ques¬ 
tions remain, but it’s reassur¬ 
ing to finally have a bill in 
hand to review and to share 
with everyone back home. 
That said, the legislation— 
which is over 500 pages 
long—has not yet been filed. 
There’s also no word yet 
from the Governor on when 
he will call a special session 
so lawmakers can take a vote 
on the proposal. 

Passage won’t come easy. 
People all over the Common¬ 
wealth, including more than 
a few legislators, have prob¬ 
lems with the bill’s added 
employee costs and reduced 
benefits. Questions have also 
been raised about how the 
bill would impact use of sick 
leave toward retirement, cost 
of living adjustments, reem¬ 
ployment after retirement, 
and the statutory “inviolable 
contract” that protects the 
pension benefits of hundreds 
of thousands of Kentucky’s 
public employees. 

As we answer these 
questions, others may arise. 
That makes it critical that 
employees and retirees af¬ 
fected by the proposal have 
their questions answered. 


You can find the bill online 
at pensions.ky.gov under the 
heading “Pension Reform 
(Draft).” Look at the draft, 
and other information on 
the web site, and feel free to 
contact me and other legisla¬ 
tors with your comments and 
concerns. 

The more feedback you 
provide, the better your leg¬ 
islators can represent you 
when the proposal makes its 
way to the Kentucky House 
and Senate for a vote.
